SAM FULLKN’S LAK£S11>K. 

Had the track remained dry and fast and the 
vreather warm and bright there is no reason to 
doubt that the record for attendance at Lake- 
side would have been smashed Saturday. As it 
was, about 3,500 people were on hand and they 
were mostly of the half holiday order. Con- 
sidering that the afternt>on was cold and raw 
and that the track was a sea of mud this is an 
excellent example of how Chicago folk will 
turn out to see stake races run. 

Saturday’s attraction was the Lakeside stakes 
for three-year-olds and upward at a mile and a 
sixteenth, with a guarante«'d value of $1,800. 
Ten horses with some pretensions to fair class 
were named to start and only one, Tenby, de- 
clineil the issue. 

The public pinned its faith to ‘‘Wood*’ 
Hoflfinan’s Cavalier— L«*na Oliver coll, Sam 
Fullen, and backed him consistently at 7 to 5. 
The colt was only asked to carry 931 pounds 
and the b«?st rider at the track. Tommy Knight, 
was up. All close followers of form figured 
Sam Fullen the best and he “delivered the 
goods” like a gentleman. Knight broke third, 
but he went to the front passing the stand and 
was never again headed. 

From a time standpoint the race was a phe- 
nomenal one and stamps Sam Fullen as being a 
colt of high degree, especially in lieavy going. 
He stepped the first quarter around the turn in 
254 seconds and went to the half in 501. This 
was a terrific pace considering the condition of 
the track and it did not seem possible that he 
could stick it out to the end. He did, however, 
and cantered home pricking his ears. John 
Baker, a horse with a noted reputation as a 
mudlark, finished second and “Pa” Bradley’s 
iron horse, Boney Boy, l>eaten, but not dis- 
graced, was a far away third. 

O’Connell, now in his eleventh year, beat some 
fast sprinters as he pleased in the fifth race. 
This ancient son of Harry O’Fallon— May Ken- 
nedy looks better now than ho ever did and 
seems as active as any tw'o-year-old on the 
track. Presumably owned by T. Costello, the 
feed man, the old horse is always a public fav- 
orite. He was a 1 to 3 chance in this race but 
Mr. Costello, who wears a look wiser than Solo- 
man ever dared to put on, said before the race 
that he did not think thejold horse would win. 

Jake Marklein prices his colt Garry Hermann 
at $7,500, while Money Muss can be bought for 
$1,200. Considering the hard tussle the latter 
gave Garry Hermann, it seems that the jovial 
*‘Jakey” may have his colt over -rated or else 
there is a chance for some energetic horseman 
to pick up a prize in Money Muss. Tlie pair 
has met twice, and in both instances Money 
Muss has outrun the champion Garry, but has 
not been able to stall him off in the run through 
the stretch. In Saturday’s half mile scramble, 
how’ever, it took Garry Hermann’s very best 
efforts to get up, and in doing so he swerved 
badly and almost caused a foul. 

Rome Respass was down hook, line and sinker 
on Abe Furst to win the high-weight selling race 
and the Baker & Gentry cast-off won gallantly. 
He was outsprinted during the early part of the 
journey by Braw Lad and also interfered with 
by him in the run home, but Al>e was at his best 
and overcame all difficulties, and at the finish 
was a half-length winner. 

Six of the seven races went to heavily backed 
favorites and the ring must have received a 
sound drubbing. 

HAWTHORNE'S STAKE OATES. 

Condition books were issued yesterday for the 
spring meeting at Hawthorne, which opens the 
regular racing season in Chicago, beginning a 
week from tomorrow. There will be eleven 
days of racing, opening on May 28th and closing 



on June 8th. During this time seven stake 
events will be run, the dates for the various 
fixtures being as follows : 

Flight Stakes— Monday, May 28. 

Haw’thome Handicap— Wednesday, May 30. 

Test Stakes— Thursday, May 31. 

Speculation Stakes— Saturday, June 2. 

Juvenile Stakes— Monday, June 4. 

June Stake— W’ednesday, June 6. 

Hawthorne Stakes— Friday, June 8. 

Six races will be given each day, the purse 
events being for $400 each. Steeplechases will 
be given three times a week, on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. A number of dis- 
tance races are also carded, the longest being 
at a mile and three furlongs. This feature will 
be extended as the season advances and the 
horses become accustomed to going a route. 

Earnshaw Bros.’ stable, including Einstein 
[ and Harry Thoburn, arrived at Hawthorne yes- 
terday. A. M. Linnell also got in with a lot of 
jumpers, among which is the weU-known fencer, | 
Viking. I 

W. K. Levering, a business man at Baltimore, 
has notified secretary Letcher that he has 
bought a strong string of jumpers and will be at 
Hawthorne with them in a few days. 

In a private letter to Manager McEvoy, 
“Hops’’ Laudeman writes that Goodrich and 
Medford, tw’o of his best bread winners, have 
broken down and must be retired. Laudeman 
also states that W. H. May k Son have decided 



lie expectation had been that “Dick” Dwyer 
would send the horses away at Hawthorne as 
well as at Washington Park and Harlem, but 
the powers that control at Hawthorne con- 
cluded to introduce a new expert. Holtman 
was formerly “Curley” Browm’s assistant. Last 
year he did the starting at Newport and on the 
Northern Circuit tracks, and made a good im- 
pression. Good starters are rare birds, and if 
Holtman wins favor by good work here his ad- 
dition to the Hst of recognized experts will be 
welcomeii with approval. 

Harry Kuhl, the former secretary and associ- 
ate judge at Hawthorne, will serve his first term 
as a presiding judge. Mr. Kuhl is well e<iuippe<l 
for the place. He knows the rules thoroughly, 
is cool-headed, and has had a long training 
under competent people. He is popular with 
horsemen and the raco-goiug public. 

The post of associate judge falls to C. E. 
Trevathan, a turf writer and authority of 
reputation. He has served as presiding steward 
at Washington Park, in 1894, and as judge for 
four years at the Bay District track at San 
Francisco. Mr. Trevathan is be;^t known, per- 
haps, by reason of his newspaper connections, 
his writings on turf affairs being sought for by j 
the best papers in the country. Like Mr. Kuhl, 
he is a man of cool, impartial mind, well versed 
in the rules and of the temperament and dispo- 
sition to make an excellent official in the 
stand.

He has been identified with racing ever 
since he was old enough to take an interest in 
the sport. He w’as made secretary of the Cin- 
cinnati Jockey Club at Oakley at the time of 
its organization in 1892, and held the position 
until the club was dissolved 1898. Last year he 
was assistant to Secretary Kuhl and became well 
ac<iuainted with the Chicago race-going public 
and the men who w'ill have stables here this 
year. 

Frank A. McEvoy, the manager of the track, 
made his debut in this important tN>sition last 
season with signal success. Under his direc- 
tion the Cicero track had one of the most profit- 
able seasons in its history, and the racing was 
uniformly clean and attractive to the public. 
Mr. McEvoy is a Chicago man who has long 
been identified with racing in various capaci- 
ties, and has made a thorough study of it from 
a business standpoint. 

The rest of the new officials are more or less 
known to race-going people and are all men 
who seem to be thoroughly fitted for the various 
duties that will fall to them. 



NEWPORT’S PROSPECTS. 

Manager Frank Fowler of the Newport race 
track expects to be out*of doors at will here- 
after, having entirely recovere<l from hie recent 
attack of appendicitis. Mr. Fowler wiD give 
his entire attention at once to the Newport race 
meeting, which begins Monday. Tl»e proBi>ects 
for the meeting are very good, and it is expected 
to be the best meet in* the history of the Queen 
City Jockey Club. All that will be re<iuired to 
make the meeting a success financially will be 
the presence in the betting ring of enocigh book- 
makers to enaWe the track to get a fair daily 
revenue. Tins, combined with the gate rr^ceipts 
and otlier sources of income, it is figured, will 
make Newport a good financial winner this 
spring. As for the racing. Secretary Roger 
Sullivan says it will be the best the track has^ 
had in years. Nearly all the best horses that 
t<M>k part in the Louisville meeting will come 
here, some stabling at Newport and others at 
Latonia. As Latonia and Newport race o» 
alternate weeks, the same class of horses will, 
in th(* main, be seen at both tracks. In the pro- 
gram issued for the first week of racing at>Iew'- 
pr>rt, provision has been made f(*r seve>{U.good. 
overnight handicaps, and, in consequencA, some 
fast and clean sport may be expecte<i. Every 
one will recall what good racing there was at 
Newi>ort last fall, an<l how many of the handi- 
caps resiiltcKl in stirring contests that were 
fought down to the last jump. Secretary Snlli- 
van says the same quality of sport will X^e seen, 
at the meeting which begins Monday. 

As regards bookmakers. Manager Fowler says 
he expects the same men who will bfxik at La- 
tonia will have their slates up at Newport. It 
is expected that ten bookmakers will l»e if! line 
at Newport next Monday, as a number of piomi- 
iient pencilers have decided to come here in* 
stead of going to St. Louis and Chicago. 

Starter Jake Holtman has been busy at New- 
port each mt)rning since his arrival here sev- 
eral days ago schooling green two-year-olds to 
the barrier. Jake has been successful in break- 
ing a numlM'r of youngsters that were inclined 
to be flighty when facing the barrier, aiui he 
says he d<K*s not expect to have much trouble 
next Monday. Holtman has made a fine record 
with the fiag at Newport, and he is one of the 
best starters in the west. His work at Newp^irt 
last fall could not have been impr<»ve<: upon, 
and it is assured good starting will be one of 
the features of the meeting. 

Jackson Smith, the popular L. N. Railroad 
official, will be the presiding judge, and his as- 
sociates will be Henry Queen and S#*cvetary 
Sullivan. Judge Smith is one of the most capa- 
ble racing officials that has ever been in a loi-al 
stand, and Newport, under his eye, can be ex- 
pecte<l to keep up the clean sport it has always 
j given the public iu the past.— Cincinnat; C<»m- 
mercial-TriVjune.
